The sensational feature of the Joyner 
alimeny suit yesterday was the attack 
of Attorney George Gordon upon the two 


Boise, Idaho, May i5.—The unexpected 
uncovering of a vein of prejudice against 
Harry Orchard and his testimony during 


Roman Catholic members of the United 
States supreme court, arguing that more 
deference should be given the minority 
opinion, because these justices were im- 
bued with the belief from infancy that 
the church only could sanction divorce 
decrees.

The judge overruled the objection to 
the question the talesman saying that 
he did not have any bias or opinion 
in the matter,. the defense noting an 
exception and the incident closed.

He, therefore, ordered that Joyner pay 
his wife, Mrs. Rosalie Joyner, five dol- 
lars per month till the further order of 
the court, and that he likewise pay $1!5 
per.month for the maintenance of the 
ehild, Stella May, and $28 attorney’s 
fees. 

The amount was placed at this low 
figure because it was shown that Mrs. 
Joyner number one was earning almost 
as much monthly as her quondam hus- 
band. ° 

The interesting question was discussed 
among the lawyers present as_ to 
whether should Wife number one ac- 
cept the benefits of alimony she could 
remarry unless she was divorced in the 
‘Georgia courts, although she can _ re- 
marry under the provisions of the Kan- 
sas decree. 

Attorney George Gordon, for the de- 
fendant, stated that he could not say 
whether the matter would be tested fn 
the higher court, until he had had fur- 
ther consultation with his client.

HEAVY RAINS CAUSE DAMAGE 


Rains in Western Alabama ‘and Mis. 
sissippi Greatly Injure Railroads 
and Newly Pianted Crops—The 
Train Service Discontinued 
on G. & 8. I. Railroad. 


Birmingham,’ Ala... May |5.—Dispatches 
from towns in western Alabama and 
Mississippi tell of damage done to rail- 
roads and newly planted crops by the 
heavy rain of last night. At Taecaloosa, 
Ala., a rainfall of 2% inches wag re- 
corded and the Warrior river at noon 
stood at a gauge of thirty-five feet. It is 
rising a foot an hour and a stage of fifty 
feet is expected before tomorrow morn- 
ing. The river threatens to overflow 
many acres of lewlands and ruin the 
river bottom corn fields. 

At Meridian, Miss., both telegraph com- 
panies are badly crippled by the storm 
and it is feared railroad transportation 
will be hampered ag soon as the larger 
ereeks have had time to feel the effects 
of. the storm. . A number of county 
bridges have been washed away and 
lowlands imundated.

H, Clay Pierce is Turned Ove 
to Texas Sheriff by 
Federal Judge, 


TWO APPEALS: TAKEN 
BY PIERCE'S. COUNSEL 


Judge Admits Oil Magnate to Bond 
in the Sum of $20,000 on Each 
Appeal—Alleged Pierce Com. 
mitted Perjury in 
May, 1900. 


St. Louis, May !5.—Judge Adams, in 
the United States circuit court, today 
denied the application of H. Clay 
Pierce, chairman of the board of direc- 
tors of the Waters-Pierce Oil Company, 
for a writ of habeas corpus, and order- 
ed that the petitioner be remanded to 
the custody of Sheriff George S. Mat- 
thews, of Travis county, Tex., for ex- 


tradition. 
Pierce is wanted in Texas to answer 


to an indictment charging perjury in 


an affidavt made by him in May, 
1900, to the effect that the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Company was not a party 
to any pool, trust, confederation or 
combination in restraint of trade. | 

After Judge Adams had read his de- 
cision, Attorney Priest immediately 
asked that a delay of execution of the 
court’s order be granted until 2 o’clock 
this afternoon to enable him to decide 
whether to make an- appeal to the 
United States court of appeals or di- 
rectly to the state supreme court. 
Judge Adams granted the request. At- 
torney Barclay, representing the state 
of Texas, asked that the court increase 
the bond of $10,000: under which Pierce 
was released from custody when he 
surrendered on May 8, but Judge 
Adams gtated that the bond would re- 
main at that amount until 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

Mr. Pierce had little to say as he left 
the court room with~his attornéy. He 
spoke to several friends who crowded 
forward to shake his hand, but made 
no comments. 

When court reconvened = Attorney 
Priest, counsel for the petitioner, gave 
notice formally that two appeals would 
be taken from the decision of Judge 
Adams, one to the United States circuit 
court of appeals and one to the United 
States supreme ccurt. 

The court then admitted Pierce to 
bond in the sum of $20,000 on each 
appeal. 

Pierce Charges Conspiracy. 

The following telegram was sent by 
Mr. Pierce this afternoon to Attorney 
J. D. Johnson, of St. Louis, who is 
now in Austin, Texas: 

“Please announce through the press 
that, although I have appealed from 
Judge Adams’ decision, I will, as soon 
as I can arrang:? my business affairs, 
in New York, to go to Texas to have 
the indictment. against me and. the 
questions involved tested by the Texas 
courts. : 

“HH: <. PIBRCE.” 


H. Clay Pierce departed tonight for 
Prio;> to leaving he made 
the following statement: 


“This indictment against me is out- 
rageous and is the result of a conspir- 
acy. It was returned against me with- 
out being based upon the testimony of 
Witnesses and the charge it places 
against me is wholly wrong. There 
never was the slightest foundation for 
the charge of perjury or false swear- 
ing in the affidavit, which I made in 
Austin, Texas, on May 1!3,°1900. My 
affidavit was truthful fn every sense 
and I would maké it again and again, 
every day f necessary, for it was ab- 
solutely true and the facts will be 
demonstrated before this matter is fin- 
ished.*

Now that the election of Professor W. 
M. Slaton to the position of superinten- 
dent of the city public schools is about 
conceded, speculation is rife ag to who 
will succeed him as principal of the Boys’ 
High school. 

Two names are mentioned in this scon- 
nection, Professor W. F. Dykes, associate 
teacher of mathematics in the Boys’ High 
school, and Professor W. L,. Weber, pro- | 
fessor of English at Emory college. 

It is believed that Professor Dykes has 
the better chance to secure the position, 
& majority of the board, it is said, having 
oe declared that they will vote for 

m. 

Professor Weber’s name hag also been 
mentioned as the sticcessor to Major W. 
F. Slaton, if the board should fai] to elect 
either Professor Landrum or Professor 
Slaton. 

May Have No Opposition. 

It is believed that Professor Slaton may 
be the only person nominated for the po- 
sition of superintendent of the schools. 
While Professor Landrum, it is said, may 
have a good following in the board, he 
would not be nominated when it Was 
known he would be beaten. ry 

Eugene M. Mitchell, member ‘ef the 
board of education from the fourth ward, 
was put in the Landrum column and now 
it is stated that he has for some time 
warmly espoused the cause of Professor 
Slaton. 

Ag was stated in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion Professor Slaton’s friends claim 
that he has nine of the ten votes in the 
board. Yesterday it wag stated at the 
city hall that the One Yote had come 
over and that Professor Slaton would 
have no opposition. 

There are friends of Professor Lan- 
drum, however, who still contend that 
the election {s far from being settled. 

Professor William M..-Slator thas been 
connected with the public schools of At- 
lanta for twenty-six years. Ag soon as 
he finished his collegiate’ education, he 
selected the profession of a teacher and 
secured a position in the public schools 
of Atlanta. Fifteen years ago he was 
elected principal of the Boys’ High 
school, which position he hag filled with 
signal ability. 

School May Be Reorganized. 

The election of Professor Slaton to the 
position of superintendent will probably 
result in the promotion of Professor 
Dykes tothe position of principal of the 
Boys’ High school; if this ig the case 
then some one must be elected in Pro- 
fessor Dykes’ place, and this may cause 
an entire reorganization of that school. 

The board of education will soon have 
to get busy. All the teachers must be 
elected for the year and this is always a 
hard job. The election of the regfilar 
teachers, the promotion of .supernuneraries 
and.the election of new supernumeraries 
results in a great many people calling to 
gee the members of the board, and for 
days they have no time for anything ex- 
cept to receive callers. : 

Now that the board will have to elect a 
new superintendent and perhaps be called 
upto to reorganize the Boys’ High school, 
this spring will be one of the busiest 
the board has experienced in many years.

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SAMUEL GOMPERS, 
Famous Labor Leader Who Arrives in Atlanta Tonight. 


PRESIDENT GOMPERS 


IVE TONIGHT 
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Head of American. Federation of Labor. Comes to 
Deliver Address— Will Be Guest at Bariquet 
Saturday Night. 


AMUEL GOMPERS, president of 
S the American Federation of 

Labor, will arrive in Atlanta to- 
night and will speak at the Grand 
Saturday 
night he will be the guest of honor at 
a banquet which will be given by the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades. 

Friday night’s meeting will be a 
memorable one in the history af local 
labor union circles. Mr. Gompers, who 
is the foremost exponent of the work- 
ing men in this country, has never 
been in Atlanta officially before. Re- 
peated ‘efforts have been made to get 
Mr. Gompers to come to Atlanta but 
on each occasion something has pre- 
vented his coming. . 

‘Mr. Gompers’ speech will occupy 
possibly one hour and a half and will 
deal with the labor problem—the prob- 
lem of the life and hgppiness of the 
masses—in the large, and will at no 
stage be confined to the specific issue 
of capital with individual labor or- 
ganizations. Probably better than any 
one man, Mr. Gampers can explain the 
problem of labor in a graphic and in- 
teresting manner—in a way that will 
interest the masses. The public—that 
part of the public that does not under- 
stand labor unionism—is especially in- 
vited to be present at tomorrow 
night’s meeting. 

Several other speakers will make ad- 
dresses, but Mr. Gompers’ address will 
be the star feature. 


Sketch of Gompers. 


Following is a splendid pen picture 
of Mr. Gompers by a special writer in 
The Pittsburg Dispatch: 

“Imagine, first of all, an aggressive, 
positive, stocky example ‘of -American- 
ism.. Then. lend with this the voice of 
a.tragedian and the face of a bishop, 
and you have Gompers—Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Fed- 
eartion. of: Labor.: He has a dynamic 
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personality, one that grips and holds 
you; and when you see and hear him 
you know in an instant why he is the 
foremost union craftsman of the contl- 
nent of America. 

“He is short, wears a frock coat, but 
you forget the details of clothes when 
you look into those fighting eyes. 
Those eyes have a setting of specta- 
cles, but glass or gola can not hide 
the aggressiye glint, can not hide the 
touch of sof@RMess that comes when the 
bishop in him succeeds the militayt. 

“To hear one speech is to know that 
he understands men, His mouth is not 
small, and there is a fascinating study 
in the play of his lips. In his talk he 
reveals himself. as. something’ above 
the general public estimate. He is not 
alone a champion of an eight-hour 
day. He wants men to work, and to 
work hard, not only to support’ them- 
selves and their families, but to earn 
an honest leisure whereby they may 
deeped and broaden their lives. It is 
the life that Gompers wants to im- 
prove. His ideals are high and pure, 
if his speech is any criterion. He is of 
that rarest and most effective combi- 
nation in humanity—a man of dreams 
and action. 

“His delivery is democratic, and his 
enunciation, if anything, almost too 
precise. He says ‘par-tic-u-lar-i-ty.’ 
He does not glide. over sounds, and 
just the slightest touch of the British 
creeps into his pronunciation. 

“But it is not ali idealistic or ben- 
edictory, if there is such a word. He 
cah snap the whip of scorn, and the 
sting of his words smarts. It is impos- 
sible to reproduce the effect of a little 
sentence from a recent talk, which 
ran: PA 
““ ‘Some, eat .to work,: some: sleep to 
work,. some dream, to work, ané it 
seems. that some are born to work, and 
it seems that some. are born only to 
work.’ In cold type this is fairly rhyth- 
mic, but in the mouth of Gompers it is 
a sardonic trumpet call.”

2,000 Manufacturer 
in Session at Philadelphia 


ADDRESS IS MADE BY PRICE 


Hew York Cotton Operator Tells the 
Manufacturers of the Decadent 
Condition of the New York 
Cotton Exchange—Labor 
Situation Discussed. 


Philadelphia, May i6.—With an at- 
tendance of nedrly two thousand mem- 
bers th 
the National Coiton Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation apened here today. In connec- 
tion with the convention the cotton men 
are exhibiting all the branches of their 
business at the First regiment armory. 
The association held a session this fore- 
noon and this afternoon and the even- 
ing was given over to the exhibition and 
to many entertainmets provided by the 
local members of the orgaization. 

Today's session was devoted almost 
entirely to the reading of papers on sub- 
jects ‘connected with the cotton indus- 
try. 

Arthur H.. Lowe, president of the as- 
sociation, in his annual address said it 
was to be regretted that the honest ef- 
forts made in perfect good faith by some 
of the cotton manufacturers to divert 
the flow of immigrants from the cities 
where they are not wanted to the south, 
where there is need or labor, should 
have offered ‘‘opportunity to the gov- 
ernment officials at the behest of labor 
organizations to’ prosecute the manufac- 
turers.”’ 

The Labor Situation.

facturers today,’’ said Mr. Lowe, The 
shortage in the south is so great that 
the cotton mill building is almost at a 
standstill compared with what it is in 
England.

There, cotton, where ten- 
dered upon contratts, is whysically de- 
livered by the seller to the buyer, and 
immediate arbitration is held to deter- 
mine its grade or value. If this arbi- 
tration be in error, .2n appeal to an 
entirely different set of men is ‘practi- 
cable. In New York, the same commit- 
tee that classes the cotton assumes to 
rectify its own mistakes, and it is. not 
human nature that body of men work-

: (From The New York Sun.) 

The successful treatment of treeg by 
Surgery is the subject of a report made 
recently by a botanist named Eberhardt 
to the Academy of Sciences in Paris. M. 
Eiberhardt ha& practiced it, he says, with 
entire success in Indo-China. He has 
performed operationg on tea plants, mul- 
berry trees, orange trees and other trop- 
ical plants. 

Experiments in cold climates have not 
met with success so far, but it is believed 
the System can ‘be used with advantage 
in the southern regions of Europe. The 
operations are not amputations, nefther 
are they mere subcutaneous injections, 
such aS have been made successfully in 
Europe for the cure of some parasitic 
diseases of plants. They are surgical in 
the strictly modern sense. 

The method is adopted’ when the trees 
are attacked by insects, which penetrate 
the bark and deposits thetr eggs in the 
wood. The long horned .beetle is a se- 
rious plague in Indo-China. 

The larvae hollow out galleries in the 
tissue of the trunk and branches, these 
interrupt the circulation of the Sap and 
the tree speedily withers and dies. 

berhardt’s method consists of opening 
up the gallery with a scalpel, removing 
the larvae with a forceps or curetting in- 
strument and then flushing out the cav- 
ity with an antiseptic fluid consisting of 
forty parts of glycerin, 110 of formaline 
and 850 of water. Three or four wash- 
ings are given at intervals extending 
over about fifteen days, and at the end 
of that time cusnions of vegetable tissue 
begin to appear along the edge of the

_ Joseph Benson Foraker deemed it his duty, or possibly a good political 
move, Or maybe a line of conduct that suited his preferences and tastes, to 
oppose President Roosevelt on the Brownsville affair as well as on other 
measures which the statesman in the white house wanted put through con- 
gress. On the floor of the senate and in the committee on military affairs 
which is investigating the case of the discharged negro soldiers, Senator For- 
aker has attempted to show that President Rooseyelt’s course in this partic- 
ular case was unjust an@ unwarranted. Incidentally, he has attracted to him- 
| Self, in part at least, the support of the negro contingent of the republican 
party. Today it is patent that the negro voters are notin the Roosevelt 
camp. Various news dispatches might seem to indicate that Vice President 
Fairbanks has won the support of the colored element in the party, as Sen- 
ator Foraker has won their sentimental appreciation. What changes may be 
brought about by the seductive influence of “pap, pay end patrimeny” during 
the next. few months remains to be seen. 

Stimulated by the opposition of the Ohio senator, President Roosevelt 
has laid his plans for a clean sweep next year. He seems to be seeking not 
alone the Ohio delegation to the republican convention, but the overthrow of 
Foraker and the elimination of that es from the upper body of con- 
gress. 

It was thought after the recent announcement of George B. Cox, the boss 
of Cincinnati, in which he declared for Taft for president, Foraker for sen- 
ator and General Harris for governor, that the republican réw in that state 
would be settled. Senator Dick, the head of the state republican machine and 
the man who was supposed to be Foraker’s chief lieutenant in the present 
fight, agreed to the compromise, Senator Foraker is said to have declared 
he was not willing to disturb such a state of harmony as seemed to exist and 
would himself support Taft.

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LIGHT ON COTTON GAMBLING METHODS. 


A fight among the shearers means a better growth of wool. There is a 
warning, as well, for the proverbial “lambs” whose tribe is ever plentiful, in 
the disclosures made by Theodore Price in the suit he has brought against 
his associates in the New York Cotton Exchange. Mr. Price has declared f 
the’ methods of that institution unfair and dishonest ; its defending attorney 
has admitted it is purely a speculative or gaming institution. They are both 
well qualified to know and the public will have no hesitancy in accepting 
their statements. . 

Mr. Price went over to Philadelphia yesterday and said some more things 
before the American Cotton Manufacturers’ Association about the exchange, 
which, if not altogether. new to the public, at least serve to throw more light 
on its gaming methods, : 

Recognizing that the public; being optimistic and hopeful as a rule, are 
generally buyers of cotton, says Mr. Price, “the astute gentlemen, who are 
largely responsible for the existing rules of the New York Cotton Exchange, 
are, usually, sellers rather than buyers. 

* How nearly he has pointed out a primary principle of gambling, probably 
Mr. Price himself did not. even stop to think. The profit in gaming arises 
perhaps more largely from the play upon human nature than the turn of a 
card. The gambler wants nothing better than to make his hopeful opponent 
do the guessing;; it is more fruitful of profit than a carefully calculated math- 
ematical percentage. When we consider that the astuteness of the ordinary 
gambler is almost infinitesimal as compared to that degree of it exhibited 
by those in control of cotton. juggling and manipulation, we may pity the 
‘hopeful but hapless outsider who gets into their toils, and wish that he 
had rather become a victim of the less expensive shell game or the “double 
cross.” ! 

Mr. Price, in his Philadelphia address, shows that in the stock of almost 
worthless cotton kept on hand in New York, to make sure that actual de- 
livery will not be demanded, and to use in connection with debased contracts 
for depressing the spot market, there is much which approaches dangerously 
near to “linters,” or the pickings from cotton seed before they are crushed 
in the oil mill. A man so foolish as to demand delivery of a ‘hundred bales 
would probably have foisted on him some thirty grades of this unspinnable 
stuff, a thing impossible in any market in the world, or with any other com- 
modity. — | 

Dollars and cents are unquestionably the controlling motive actuating 
Mr. Price; that, he makes no effort to conceal or deny. Nevertheless, if he 
succeeds in suppressing a vicious institution, his quarre] with his associates 
and comembers will take the shape of a public benefaction. We may credit 
Mr. Price with much astuteness in seizing the opportune moment when public 
indignation against the methods of the exchange might be used as an in- 
vincible ally—one without which Price could, perhaps, make little headway. 

But the storm has come and in the wreck of disclosures which it has 
strewn far and wide there is meat for the guardians of the law to chew upon. 

How about it, Mr, Jerome? . 


A TRUE PUBLIC SERVANT. 


In days and times when men in public positions are often too easily inclined 
tomake excuse for giving way in the face of aclamor that usurps the law, it is 
refreshing and reassuring to meet with one who puts duty upon a pedestal, 
who anticipates and forestalls display of illegal force, and who would; if 
called upon, beat back that force even to the point of death. 

Such a man seems Sheriff Bailey, of McIntosh county. Capturing a 
negro who had committed murder at Darien Junction, and aware of the in- 
security of the McIntosh jail, he did not wait until a mob was upon him and 
then, after some little show of force, capitulate, giving his prisoner over to 
lynchers. It needed but the well-defined suspicion of the coming of the mob 
to stir him to action. Putting this negro and his other prisoners in a launch. 
he took them out to Brunswick, leaving just in time to thwart the mob, com- 
ing from another county, in its unlawful purpose, Safe in the Brunswick jail, 
Mayor Symons arranged to place the local militia on guard, rumor even cred- 
iting the mob with a contemplateu attack upon that place. Defeated in its 
purpose, the mob dispersed, probably to be no more heard from.

IN CONVENTION 


Diocesan Convention of Geor- 
pia Begins Its Session, 


BISHOP NELSON PRESIDING 


(Pees 


Episcopal Diocesan Convention of 
Georgia Will Be in Session Three 
Days at Savannah—Many Imi. 
portant Questions to Be 
Discussed. 


Savannah, Ga. May 1!5.—(Special.)— 
What may prove one of the most im- 
portant of the annual conventions ever 
held by the Episcopal diocese of Geor- 
gia was that which was formally 
opened this morning in Christ church. 
The three days’ convention of the dio- 
cease is fraught with more than usual 
importance by reason of the fact that 
at this time the delegates wilil take 
final action upon the proposition, pend- 
ing for the last two years, to divide 
the diocese of Georgia in two, Sa- 
vannah being the episcopal residence 
of one new diocese and Atlanta of the 
other. 

Convention Must Ratify. 


Whatever action relative to the di- 
vision of the diocese may be taken, it 
is certain that no immediate result 
would follow. The general conven- 
tion at Richmond would have to ratify 
the vote for division, should the elec- 
tion so result, and it will be two years 
béfore the division could be actually 
accomplished. Bishop Cleland Kinloch 
Nelson, therefore, who called the as- 
sembly to order this morning and will 
preside throughout the session, will be . 
the presiding officer at the next an- 
nual convention. 

The session was begun at_!0 o'clock. 
The attending clergy, who are here 
from all over Georgiap assembled in 
the basement of the church, where 
they donned their vestments. Then 
they marched in a body into the 
church, entering inversely in the order 
of their seniority of service, the bish- 
op being in the rear. The entry was 
made to a processional sung by the 
vestry choir of the church, consisting 
of boys and girls and young mén and 
young women. Great interest was 
manifested in this choir by the visit- 
ing delegates, lay and’ clerical, as it 
has been in existence but a short time 
in Savannah, though its work has 
proven very effective. 

Soon after the calling to order, the 
invocation and the opening service, 
Bishop Nelson presented his annual ad- 
dress. Many matters of prime inter- 
est to the diocese were discussed. 

This afternoon at 4 o'clock another 
session was held” These hours, !0 and 
4, are those chosen for the sessions 
throughout the convention. The day 
sessions are all to be held in Christ 
church and the night sessions in St. 
John's. At the latter tonight a mis- 
sionary service was held, at which 
Bishop Albion W. Knight, of Cuba, 
spoke. At the session at St. John’s 
tomorrow night the University of the 
South, at Sewanee, will be discussed, 
and on Friday night the annual meet- 
ing of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
will be held. 


Will Diseuss Division. 


Tomorrow, it is expected, the discus- 
sion of the question of the division of 
the diocese will be brought up. The 
report of the committee to which the 
matter was assigned at the last con- 
vention will submit its report. It is 
said that the gravest difficulty that 
confronts those who favor division 
consists in the trouble that, it is as- 
serted, will be found in arriving at 
an equitable plan for a division of 
the funds, bequests and legacies that 
are vested in the diocese. Rev. C. H. 
Strong, of Savannah, is chairman of 
the committee, and Mr. Luther Wil- 
liams, of Macon, is secretary. This 
committee will hold a meeting today. 
There is much for it to @o. 

Besides Bishop Nelson, who is pre- 
siding, officers of the convention are 
Rev. Harry Cassell, archdeacon of Ma- 
con, acting secretary; Rev. W. K. Mil- 
ler, of Augusta, treasurer; F. K. Mil- 
ler, of Augusta, chancellor, and W. N, 
Hawks, of Atlanta, registrar. 

Rev. Gilbert A. Ottman was elected 
secretary of the convention. 

The address of Bishop Nelgon gave 
him an opportunity to criticize the 
American greed for gain, the rush for 
wealth. Ministers, he declared, should 
be given larger salaries. He asked the 
churches to consider an increase of 
one- -third in the salaries they now pay 
their rectors. He congratulated the 
diocese that peace and harmony pre- 
vailed and that in all the fifteen years 
he has been at its head there has 
never been a trial for heretical views 
entertained by any of the clergy.

FOR NEGRO KILLED IN RIOT 


A sequel to the Atlanta riot of Sep- 
tember 24th last bobbed up in the 
clerk’s office in the superior ceurt yes- 
terday afternoon, when the mother of 
one of the negroes killed in the riot 
on a@ street car on Crew street, filed a 
suit for $16,000 for the death of her 
son, against the street railway com- 
pany. ii 

The negro killed was Sam McGruder, 
23 years old, and was a janitor at the 
Fourth National bank. The suit was 
filed for his mother, Edna McGruder, 
by attorneys Moone, Gordon and 
Branch and Harvey Hill. 

The liability of the Georgia Railway 
ang Electric Company is charged on 
the ground that a mob of about twelve 
or fifteen persons called to the con- 
ductor and motorman to stop the car, 
indicating their purpose to kill the 
negro. 

It was an incoming Lakewood car 
and had reached near Atlanta avenue 
on Crew street at !0 p. m. o'clock at 
night, when the mob made the on- 


| 


Sslaught on the car. It ig stated that 
the car was not at first stopped at the 
behest of the mob, that the crowd 
pursued on, when the car was stopped 
and they entered shooting and cutting 
him till death ensued. 

The suit {s based upon the legal prop- 
osition that the negro being a passenger 
on the car, the company’s agents con- 
trolling the car owed te him extraordina- 
ry care to prevent his being injured while 
a passenger, asserting that the Killing 
could have been prévented by the motor- 
man and conductor exercising extraordi- 
nary care, and the charge is further maie 
that not even odinary care was exercised 
in stopping the car and allowing the mob 
Lo catch it. 

Another contention is that the compary 
knowing that excitement was running 
high that week, they should have pro- 
vided their cars with sufficient conduc- 
tors or other persons on the cars to pro- 
tect the passengers.

The western 
belt forecast also called for more favora- 
ble conditions, and while the outlook was 
for showers and cooler weather in parts 
of the eastern belt, the high tempera- 
tures in the northwest made the weather 
outlook seem mor favorable in the main, 
and this tended to promote some selling 
for a turn by local professionals. Of- 
ferings were pretty well absorbed on a 
scale down by fresh buyers, and fluctua- 
tions in the afternoon were quite irregu- 
lar, but the close was at the lowest leve!

NOT FOR BUSH 


Cannot Be Indicted Under 
Act ef 1897 Says 
Solicitor, Hill. 


Bush will not be indicted for mur- 
der, but for assault with intent to 
murder, said Solicitor General Charles 
D. Hill yesterday afternoon. 

The act of 1897, he said, referred to 
the placing of dynamite under or in a 
house with the intention of blowing up 
the house. 

Where a party sends an infernal ma- 
chine to another person, the intent is 
to kill the person to whom it is sent. 
If that person was killed, the crime 
would.be murder; if the attempt fail- 
ed, as in this instance, the crime is as- 
sault with intent to murder. 

Solicitor Hill remembered the act in 
question, but said he had not read it in 
several years, put that it was only ap- 
licable to persons who attempted to 
dynamite and blow up houses. 

Capt. John Monagan, bailiff to Solic- 
itor Hill, also presented this view, and 
said that Bush could only be indicted 
for assault with intent to murder, but 
thought the legislature might pass a 
law to fit just such a case of this. 

The second section of the 1897 act, 
which was thought to apply in this 
case by some, provides “that the wilful 
and malicious destroying of injuring 
any dwelling house, store house, barn, 
depot, or other place of business or 
lo¢ging place of any person, within 
the. state, with or by the use of dyna- 
powder, nitroglycerine of other 
explasive substance or compound, shall 
be punished with death, but the pun- 
ishmrent may’ be computed in conform- 
ity with section 63 of the code of the 
state of Georgia, Vol. 3, 1895.”
